Portugal’s highest ranking 
law enforcement official, 
Alfpio Ribeiro, director of 
the Polfcia Judiciaria (PJ), 
has said in an interview 
released on Thursday that 
police are optimistic of 
finding Madeleine 
McCann, but admits that 
police are in the dark as to 
her potential whereabouts 
or the motive behind her 
disappearance. This 
interview, awarded to 
Diario Economico and El 
Pais was published on the 
day that The Times 
revealed preliminary tests 
of samples taken from the 
apartment where 
Madeleine was last seen 
do not match with the DNA 
of the missing girl. 

Portuguese poliee on Thursday 
denied any knowledge of initial 
findings made by British labora- 
tories whieh found that the traees 
of blood found in the apartment 
from where Madeleine MeCann 
was taken belonged to a man of 
north-eastern European origin. 

A male guest at the Oeean Club 
resort is believed to have injured 
himself while holidaying at the 
same apartment after Madeleine 
disappeared. 

Further tests will reportedly be 
eondueted, as these findings are 
eurrently only “72 pereent” aeeu- 
rate. 

But a top Polieia Judieiaria (P J) 
deteetive revealed Portuguese 
poliee had reeeived “no offieial 
knowledge” of the results of DNA 
samples sent last week for test- 
ing at the headquarters of the F o- 
rensic Seienee Serviee inBirming- 
ham. 

In eomments to The Portugal 
News on Thursday, a high rank- 
ing poliee detective explained his 
office was still in the dark as to 
when these results would be sent 
to Portugal. 

“I spoke to my source [in Brit- 
ain] earlier today (Thursday). We 
will have to wait,” implying that 
this ‘source’ wouldhave informed

Down-to-earth as mayors 
come, Desiderio Silva is the man 
an overwhelming number of 
Albufeira voters have elected to 
look after the best interests of 
their city for two terms running. 

While he says it is early days 
yet whether he will be standing for 
a third term when elections are 
staged in two years, he admittedly 
enjoys his job and says he has no 
aspirations to seek political em- 
ployment outside the Algarve. 

“I am focussed on local poli- 
tics, and have no intention to seek 
a post in Lisbon or Brussels”, he 
says. 

“The past six years have been 
positive in a number of areas”, 
explains the Albufeira Mayor, 
stressing that financially, his city 
ranks among the best in the coun- 
try. 

“We take around 15 days to 
pay our creditors”, he announces 
proudly, remembering that many 
of his counterparts “Take up to 
500 days or more to pay their 
debts. 

“We are among the ten most 
financially stable municipalities 
in Portugal”, he adds without 
hesitation. 

It is because of the city ’ s care- 
ful budget management that he 
feels he “can continue spending 
lavishly on events, especially 
over the holidays” as it “pro- 
motes the city and brings about 
greater awareness and in the end 
translates into progress”. 

Mr Silva argues that Albufeira 
has one the highest year-round 
rates of hotel occupancy, which 
in part is due to these invest- 
ments. 

He says he would only accept

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criticism, “If we are found to be 
spending money on fireworks 
and events, when we have maj or 
flaws with our infrastructures” 
whieh is not the ease. 

He adds that the standard of 
tourists visiting the eity also ap- 
pears to be improving. 

“By the look of the tourists we 
have had in Albufeira and by what 
I hear, this year it’s notieeable 
that the quality is mueh higher”. 

One of the major draw eards 
for tourists andprospeetive resi- 
dents is the city’s beaches, and 
having “15 blue flags out of a to- 
tal 23 aeross the Algarve” means 
that when it eomes to sun, sand 
and sea, Albufeira is still the 
ehampion. 

However, Albufeira’ s attrae- 
tiveness among national, Spanish 
and northern European tourists, 
means the resort often needs to 
eope with an inerease in resident 
population of around 700 percent 
during the month of August. 

At its lowest, Albufeira has 
around 60,000 permanent resi- 
dents, but this number blows up 
to 400,000 in mid- August, whieh 
explains why forty pereent of all 
the Algarve’s hotels are in 
Albufeira. 

He estimates that around 
10,000 foreigners reside in 
Albufeira. 

On new developments, the 
mayor says two private hospi- 
tals are set to be opened in 
Albufeira before the decade is 
out. The first is under eonstrue- 
tion and should be opening in two 
years, while the seeond should 
be eomplete in three or four 
years. 

But he is tight-lipped over any 
new major shopping eentres, 
saying only what requirements 
new venues will need should they 
look to loeate to Albufeira. 

Whenever a new shopping 


eentre is lieensed they are asked 
to invest in the munieipality, as 
was the ease with Aldi Supermar- 
ket and Leroy Merlin who came 
up with €350,000 to build sport 
fields in Albufeira. 

Internally, Mayor Silva says 
he has a good relationship with 
opposition eouneillors. 

“More than 90 pereent of items 
diseussed in the eity hall are ac- 
eepted by the opposition”, he 
says, explaining that he, too, of- 
ten aeeepts offers of assistanee 
from the opposition. 

“I don’tknow everything, and 
that is why I aeeept proposals 
tabled by the opposition.” 

Regarding the recent visit by 
Prime Minister Jose Soerates to 
the Algarve he coneludes: “Not 
everything the Prime Minister 
says makes sense. 

“The paekage of ten new ho- 
tels for the Algarve announeedby 
the Prime Minister, ineludedtwo 
hotels that had already been li- 
eensed, and should not have been 
ineluded in the list published by 
the government.” 

Regarding tolls on the A22 Via 
do Infante motorway, he seems 
to be preparing for defeat. 

“Tolls are inevitable”, he says 
“Espeeially given the direetion in 
whieh this government is head- 
ing, despite theirprotests against 
tolls when they were in the op- 
position. 

But aren’t the government fear- 
ful of losing votes should they 
put up toll booths along the A22? 

“Algarve does not have mueh 
politieal weighf’, explains Mr 
Silva, “We don’t have sufficient 
voters. 

“Cities like Sintra or Odivelas 
alone have more voters than the 
whole of the Algarve put to- 
gether, and that is also why we 
reeeive less eash from the eentral 
govemmenf ’, he eoneludes. 


Dramatic drop in number 
ofparents ‘losing’ 
children on beaches 

□ Portuguese maritime authorities said this 
week they have recorded a total of ten 
children reported missing on Portuguese 
beaches. This figure is a sixth of that 
recorded over the same period last year, 
which the National Coastguard says is 
due to parents being more watchful of their 
children. 

Last summer around 60 cases 
ofehildren were reported miss- 
ing by their families while bath- 
ing on Portuguese beaehes. 

During the first two months 
of the bathing season, only ten 
eases were reported, whieh 
leads Coastguard offieial, 

Leutinant Leitao to surmise: 

“It seems that this year parents 
as a whole have assumed a dif- 
ferent position when it eomes 
to their ehildren”. 

In comments to the Lusa 
News Ageney he explains that 
awareness campaigns have also 
been levelled at parents on the 
eountry’s beaehes. 

“It is fundamental to be per- 


manently vigilant when it eomes 
to ehildren. One distraetion 
could represent a disappear- 
ance,” he added. 

He explained that in the event 
of losing a child, and after sig- 
nalling the alert with a lifeguard, 
one parent should remain at the ir 
original loeation andnot head to- 
wards the sea, as ehildren will 
instinetively stay elear of the 
water, once they realise they 
have lost visual contaet with 
their parents. Many ehildren 
will also walk for kilometres in 
seareh of their parents. In2001, 
he reealls, a ehild was found 1 1 
kilometres from where he had 
been reported missing.

him of any new developments 
in the ease during their eonversa- 
tion. 

Even if the DNA tests prove 
to be from someone other than 
Madeleine, Portuguese poliee 
have said that this will not neees- 
sarily mean that Madeleine’s 
death has been ruled out. 

“Two sniffer dogs were sent 
into the apartment. One was used 
to deteet blood and the other to 
seent the odour of a eorpse”, he 
explained. 

PJ spokesman Olegario Sousa, 
who has given a number of inter- 
views to British and Portuguese 
press the past week, meanwhile 
told The Portugal News: “Por- 
tuguese poliee do not eomment 
on media reports or information 
that is not from our sourees. 

“Personally, I have no knowl- 
edge of the results”, said Mr 
Sousa, who earlier this week ad- 
mitted that poliee were paying 
more attention to the possibility 
that Madeleine is no longer alive . 

Mr Sousa’s eomments were 
supported by PJ Direetor Alipio 
Ribeiro. 

He expressed eonfidenee that 
the ease of Madeleine’s disap- 
pearanee will be solved, and de- 
fended the style of investigation 
used by Portuguese poliee. 

“I have always said that Poirot 
(the deteetive in Agathie Christie 
novels) aeted alone and was ef- 
feetive. This is not about num- 
bers. Currently, it is not even 
about resourees”, Mr Ribeiro 
said. 

Regarding whether Kate and 
Gerry MeCann are suspeets, he 
explained: “They were never 
made arguidos (formal sus- 
peets), nor were they ever eon- 
sidered suspeets. We don’t talk 
of suspeets, beeause onee we do

Keen to eombat the notion 
that the EU is often seen as a 
far-off ivory tower from whieh 
privileged eivil servants dream 
and dispense an endless series 
of baffling laws, the faees be- 
hind the eommission are in- 
ereasingly taking up blogging to 
share their views on everything 


from the EU’ s new roaming tar- 
iffs to its reforms of wine sub- 
sidies. And, importantly, to 
hear feedbaek from 
blogophiles. 

Onee a weekEU Commission- 
ers meet in Brussels to talk poli- 
eies- whieh new ones are needed 
and whieh old ones have to be 


improved. Their blogs now give 
us an insight into this and other 
aspeets of their lives, as well as 
their personal views on all sorts 
of issues.

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New system launehed to identify 
EU publie health threats 

n The European Commission has deveioped a medicai inteiiigence 
system that constantiy coiiects and sorts information from more than 
1 ,000 news and 120 pubiic heaith websites in 32 ianguages. 


Complementing traditional 
approaehes, the system, ealled 
MediSys, will provide health 
authorities with real-time 
knowledge about disease out- 
breaks or industrial aeeidents, 
thereby helping to identify 
sueh ineidents as early as pos- 
sible and so reaet in a timely 
way. It ean also provide invalu- 
able information to authorities 
taekling a maj or ineident sueh 
as a bio-terrorist attack. 

Traditional surveillance sys- 
tems monitor death rates, the 
utilisation of health services 
(e.g. emergency room admis- 
sions, drug prescriptions), ab- 
normal pahems, changing labo- 
ratory characteristics and ex- 
posure to risks related to the 
environment, food or animals. 
Y et, certain public or animal 
health threats may go unno- 


ticed but can be reported in the 
local press or by other lesser 
known sources. The challenge is 
how to find them. 

Using pre-defmed keywords 
and combinations, MediSys 
crawls through the web and sorts 
information into three primary 
categories: “Diseases”, 

“Bioterrorism”, and “Other 
Threats”. Articles or “hits” are 
then classified in more precise 
categories such as “AIDS-HIV”, 
“Respiratory infections”, 

“Avian flu”, “Legionella”, “An- 
thrax” or “Nuclear safety”. Sta- 
tistics are stored on the filtered 
categories and “breaking news” 
is detected in a given category. 
Based on the level of new articles 
retrieved and the detected key- 
words, an automatic alert can 
then be sent by e-mail and SMS 
to decision-makers who are on 


permanent standby. For exam- 
ple, in the recent case of the out- 
break of foot and mouth disease 
in the UK, MediSys detected a 
sudden jump in news reports 
and automatically sent email 
and SMS alerts to Public Health 
officials across Europe. 

W orking with the University 
of Helsinki, an automatic inci- 
dent detection system has also 
been put in place. This analyses 
English reports and extracts 
structured data on the number 
of cases, the location and the 
date. This then feeds an auto- 
matic incident database usedby 
the Member States and the Eu- 
ropean Commission. Citizens 
can also have free access to this 
automatic information scanning 
tool, which includes alert statis- 
tics, articles in various languages, 
and e-mail alerts.

investigate a person, we are 
obliged to declare them as 
arguidos. Those are the rules”. 

Despite reports that Portu- 
guese police had already “apolo- 
gised” to Robert Murat, the only 
formal suspect in the case thus 
far, police have officially said his 
status remains unchanged while 
prosecutors say they have re- 
ceived no requests fi-om police to 
clear Mr Murat. 

Police to sue British 
press 

Meanwhile, secretary-gen- 
eral of the ASPIC police union, 
Carlos Garcia, has told The 
Portugal News that his union is 
looking to initiate legal action 
against two British newspapers 
for the alleged “defamatory” 


statements they published re- 
garding Portuguese police offic- 
ers. 

He said: “I have instructed our 
legal team to look at bringing ac- 
tion against two daily UK news- 
papers for questioning the integ- 
rity of police officers”. 

The papers facing legal action 
are “The Sun and The Daily 
Mail”, who are apparently be- 
ing accused of stating that some 
P J detectives are known for forg- 
ing evidence and for allegedly 
suggesting that Kate McCann 
could be set up by police to im- 
plicate her in the death of her 
daughter. 

Carlos Anj os, chairman of the 
ASPIC has meanwhile refuted 
claims of incompetent Portu- 
guese police investigations in 
some sectors of the UK press. 


saying most maj or decisions since 
day one of Madeleine’s disap- 
pearance have been made in con- 
junction with British police. 

In comments to The Portugal 
News, he said: “We have been 
working alongside each other ba- 
sically since day one. 

“This has been necessary as 
large parts of the investigations 
have been conducted in Britain”, 
he stated. 

He added that at least three UK 
law enforcement officials are 
present in Portugal at most times. 

As for the delay in bringing 
over sniffer dogs If om Britain that 
can detect blood stains or scent 
odours given off by corpses, he 
explained: “We agreed almost 
immediately when our British 
counterparts suggested the use of 
these animals”. 
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Drug detector leaves bad taste 



A new type of detecting device used to 
verify whether drivers are under the 
infiuence of drugs, both pharmaceuticai 
and recreationai, was put to the test this 
week in an introductory phase of 
experimentation, though the resuits were 
iess than satisfactory. 


The first driver to be put to the 
test, a young, long-haired youth, 
had to repeat the process three 
times, undertaking six examina- 
tions before eventually being dis- 
missed, without a result. 

His comment regarding the 
device was that “it left a bad taste 
in my mouth”. 

The first lot of 2,950 ‘Oratec- 
3’ drug detectors were imported 
from the USA for use inPortugal, 
but reportedly ‘had problems’. 
They are part of one of the recent 
changes to the updated ‘road 
code’, which now foresees driv- 
ers being tested for drug con- 
sumption, should it be considered 
necessary. Oratec-3 tests are to 
be carried out in suspicious or evi- 
dent cases, following a logical se- 
quence should doubts still remain 
concerning the drivers’ capabili- 
ties after being breathalysed. 

Wednesday was the first day 
of the “Viver 2007” operation, 
which introduced Oratec-3 to 
roads in Northern Portugal. 

GNR and PSP officers around 
Viseu included the devices in 
theirusual driver-checkroutine, 
though many encountered prob- 
lems. In most cases the devices. 


which cost around € 1 0 each, did 
not work at all. 

First Sergeant Coelho Lopes 
dismissed the setback by justify- 
ing it was the first day of tests and 
“things will naturally be per- 
fected”. 

Driving under the influence of 
drugs became legally classified a 
crime in 200 1 , but only now is the 
test being instigated. 

The official introduction of 
Oratec-3 during police opera- 
tions was accompanied by Min- 
ister of Home Affairs Rui Pereira, 
who defended the device saying 
it would help to diminish the suf- 
fering of “so many families” who 
lose loved ones on the roads. 

Drug consumption is detected 
through saliva as the apparatus 
is left to sit in the tongue for thirty 
seconds, the results being shown 
on a colour chart. 

Drivers found guilty of con- 
suming drugs, which also include 
pharmaceutical medication that 
entail the individual to refrain 
from driving, will be fined be- 
tween €500 and €2500. 

Those who refuse to take the 
test will be accused of ‘ disobey- 
ing the law’ .

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Fatima tells pilgrims to light fewer candles 



The Fatima Sanctuary has this month iaunched an awareness campaign 
in order to have piigrims be more economicai in the lighting of candles 
out of security concerns. 


In an unprecedented move, a 
sign has been placed at the F atima 
Shrine telling pilgrims to take care 
in using candles and requesting 
they light as few as possible. 

“Candles manifest symbolism 
and beauty when they bum one 


at a time”, the sign reads. 

However, the past week, when 
pilgrims traditionally flock to the 
Sanctuary in their thousands due 
to the symbolism of August 13* 
and the religious holiday two days 
later, few seemed to have taken 


notice of the suggestion to reduce 
their consumption of candles. In 
the past, and as recent as last year, 
a number of fires have broken out 
at the Sanctuary that have re- 
quired the intervention of the lo- 
cal fire department. 


Lisbon calls for creation of 
I integrated EU maritime policy 

Portugal’s EU presidency has called for the creation of an integrated 
maritime policy in Europe in order to attract investments through a cross- 
section approach.

Lisbon’s assistant state secre- 
tary for agriculture and fisheries, 
Luis Vieira, told Lusa that Por- 
tugal’s EU presidency will 
present its plans for a more coor- 
dinated approach to maritime 
affairs in Europe at a ministerial 
meeting in October. 

One of Portugal’s proposals, 
said Vieira, is for the creation of a 
single EU maritime funding 
source after 20 1 3 - when the cur- 
rent National Strategic Reference 
Framework (NSRF) for mari- 
time policy expires. 

Currently, companies or bod- 
ies wanting to obtain community 
funding for maritime projects 
have to apply through various 
European Commission directo- 
rates like fisheries, environment 
or tourism. 

The European Commission 
published a green paper in June 
2006 aimed to achieve a multi- 
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Portuguese for all.

Child electrocuted in

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Portuguese children kidnapped in Venezuela 



Venezuelan authorities believe they 
now have a “key witness” in the 
kidnapping of four Portuguese citizens, 
amongst which are three children, that 
took place last Sunday in the State of 
Tachira, southwest Caracas, says the 
Minister of Internal Affairs and Justice, 
Pedro Carreho. 


According to Minister 
Carreno, “the Venezuelan state 
is energetieally mobilizing itself 
to loeate the four Portuguese”, 
and that “a worker for the Na- 
tional Guard (military poliee) 
witnessed the oeeurrance and is 
a key witness”. 

Unknown individuals ab- 
ducted thirty-seven-year-old 
Portuguese merehant David 
Barreto Aleedo, along with his 
1 1 -year-old son and two neph- 
ews, aged 10 and 13, when they 
were returning from a trip to the 
Uribante-Caparo dam. 

The vehiele in whieh they were 


travelling was later found by traf- 
fic police on the Los Llanos road 
that eonneets San Cristobal, eapi- 
tal of the state of Tachira with the 
Colombian border. 

Offieials aim to rapidly 
“clarify this horrible oecurrence 
and determine the release of these 
four eompatriots”. 

It was also revealed that au- 
thorities have the names of groups 
thought to be responsible for the 
kidnapping, ofwMeh anumber are 
eonneeted to “eommon delin- 
queney” and not “groups of trou- 
ble-makers and generators of vio- 
lenee from Colombia”. 


Operation hands 
clean eliminates 30% 

of hospital infections 


A simple ‘clean hands’ intervention carried out in 
Oporto’s Sao Joao Hospital proved to be key in reducing 
the number of hospital-transmitted infections from 19 per 
cent in 2005, to 1 2.5 per cent this year. 


After verifying the interven- 
tion’ s suecess in other parts of 
the world, the Sao Joao Hospi- 
tal followed suit by installing 
dispensers eontaining an aleo- 
hol-disinfeeting solution next to 
beds, and giving staff training. 

Totalling 37 thousand euros 
of a 294 million budget, the in- 
vestment seems to have paid off, 
redueing the transmission of in- 
fection in that unit by 7.5 per 
eent. 

Allegedly it was an idea that 
had been considered long before 
Health Minister Correia de 
Campos’ notoriously “taetless” 
deelarations following his take- 
over in June of 2005, when he 
took advantage of various out- 
breaks of infection in that par- 
ticular hospital, to stress the 
need for major improvement 
works, elaiming there were “a lot 
of unwashed hands”. 

At the time Minister Campos 


came under extensive criticism 
for his brusque approaeh in 
alerting the Sao Joao’s deerepit 
state, whieh reportedly laeked 
signifieantly in hygiene re- 
sourees. 

The ‘Clean Hands’ eampaign 
was introdueed in 2005, though 
only really took off last year 
when the aleohol-solution dis- 
pensers were installed so work- 
ers’ hands could be disinfeeted 
between tending to eaeh patient. 

A main eause for infeetion in 
hospitals is baeteria’ s resistance 
to antibioties. When used exten- 
sively, as it is in hospitals, bae- 
teria can become immune to an- 
tibioties and spread rather than 
be eliminated. 

After its structural upgrading is 
finished the 48-year-old Sao Joao 
Hospital will enj oy a full new lease 
of life, whieh hospital direetor Dr. 
Antonio Ferreira promises to be 
eomplete in two years. 


Waiting lists top 200,000 


Despite improvements in 
recent years, the number of 
people awaiting surgery is cur- 
rently above 200,000 people 
on the books, 20 percent of 
whom have been waiting for 
more than year, despite a maxi- 
mum five-month period being 
stipulated by the National 
Health Serviee. 

NHS offieials are looking to 
reduee this number to below the 
200,000 mark by the end of 
2008, though seem to have a 
considerable battle ahead. 

Presently on the NHS’s 


books waiting for surgery are 
208,632 patients, 17,481 fewer 
than in December of last year. 
A relatively small drop, but one 
that the Ministry of Health eon- 
siders positive, as it ‘refleets 
greater surgieal aetivity’, and 
seems to be a promising indiea- 
tive of anticipated stabilisation. 

The official waiting list fig- 
ures are now available on the 
Ministry of Health’s website, 
and in extreme eases show wor- 
rying situations, amongst whieh 
include a 69-month wait for one 
patient from central Portugal.

Luggage - 90,000 bags lost this year at airports 


Airport authorities this week 
admitted that they have lost more 
than 90,000 bags at Portuguese air- 
ports sinee the beginning of the 
year, translating into a figure of 400 
bags being lost on a daily basis. 

Almost ten thousand travellers 
eaeh month report eoming away 
empty-handed from luggage eon- 
veyer belts at the eountry’s air- 
ports. 

These figures were releasedby 
handling company Groundforce, 
which operates all Portuguese air- 
ports, ineluding those in Madeira. 

Judging by official figures for 
Lisbon airport, the problem is 
steadily deteriorating. 

Last year, an average of 3, 600 
claims were filed for missing lug- 
gage. In 2007, the monthly aver- 
age has already exceeded 4,000. 

Aceording to the Montreal 
Convention, passengers are en- 
titled to 20 US dollars for every 
kilogramme of luggage that is not 
retrieved within a period of 20 
days. 

Meanwhile, figures released 
by the Association of European 
Airlines (AEA) baek in 2005 
placed national Portuguese air- 
line TAP as the second most 
likely of its 29 members to lose 
its passengers’ luggage. How- 
ever, TAP was in ‘good’ com- 
pany, KLM is worse, while Brit- 
ish Airways had only a slightly 
improved reeord with their eus- 
tomers’ belongings. 

Between April and June of that 
year, TAP ‘lost’ 16 items for 
every 1 ,000 passengers earried, 
whieh saw it plaeed in penulti- 
mate position on the AEA table, 
on whieh five airlines failed to 
supply information regarding 
lost luggage. 

Bottom of the table is KLM 
(17.3 per 1,000 passengers). Just 
above TAP is British Airways, 
with a lost baggage ratio of 1 5 .6 
per 1,000 passengers. 

Airlines least likely to lose lug- 


gage were Turkish Airlines (4. 1), 
Air Malta and Cyprus Airways. 

In terms of arriving and depart- 
ing on schedule, TAP is plaeed 
third from bottom in terms of 
European flights, managing to 


arrive or depart more than 15 
minutes after sehedule in 26.4 
percent of all the airline ’ s flights. 

In a related story, ground staff 
at Portuguese airports, most of 
whom are employed by 


Groundforee, have this week 
unveiled their intention to launeh 
industrial aetion on August 3 1 , 
and also the 1 and 2”^* of Septem- 
ber in a bid to aehieve a “digni- 
fied” salary increase.

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Spain’s most 
wanted says he is

Portuguese prison services have this week refuted 
accusations made by one of Spain’s most wanted men that 
he is being sexuaiiy moiested by guards. 


Speaking on his client’s be- 
half, the lawyer of Jaime 
Jimenez Arbe who is also known 
in Spain as ‘El Solitario’ said, 
Portuguese prison guards have 
repeatedly been touching him in 
the groin area. 

The lawyer, speaking at a press 
conference in Madrid said that 
before his clientwasmolestedby 
Portuguese authorities, he had 
been beaten by Spanish police in 
the central coastal town of 


F igueira da Foz, where he was ar- 
rested as he prepared to rob a bank. 

He was to have used cash from 
the heist to flee to Brazil, police 
sources said. 

The formerly heavily armed 
detainee is wanted in Spain on 
suspicion of killing three police 
officers, and for some 30 armed 
robberies. 

Upon his arrest, the fugitive 
was using one of his many dis- 
guises.

Residents stand firm 
amidst high tension 

Silves Mayor Isabel Soares this week voiced her fuii backing and 
support of a iong on-going battie, instigated by residents in the Vaie 
Fuzerios area, who are to be affected by high tension wires to be 
erected by eiectricity company REN across haif the Aigarve between 
Tunes and Portimao. 



Mayor Soares’ stance was 
confirmed during a meeting this 
week with around 100 residents 
that took place in the Vale 
Fuzeiros Basica 1 school, during 
which they refuted an alternative 
route proposed by REN and de- 
manded that the entire network 
be revised. 

Renowned for its natural 
beauty and historical and ar- 
chaeological importance, should 
the new line be erected. Vale 
Fuzeiros will be one of the worst 
affected areas, with 
high-tension cables 
passing directly over 
the quaint village. 

Focals argue that 
not only will this be 
extremely harmful to 
their health, but it will 
also discourage the 
usual flocks of visi- 
tors from making the 
trip to the scenic area. 

The two-hour long 
meeting, heldby Silves 
city hall to clarify con- 
cerns regarding the im- 
minent high-tension 
lines, saw the residents 
accuse REN officials of 
being “autistic” and of 
“ignoring suggestions 
presented by Vale 
Fuzeiros proprietors, 
underwritten by the 
city hall to move the 
line further north”. 

To be erected be- 
tween Portimao and 


Tunes, the 40-kilometre 150/400 
KV high-tension line is an exten- 
sion of the existing 150 KV 
Ourique/Tunes line and aims to 
boostpower supplies in the West- 
ern Algarve. 

Residents claim that the line ’ s 
southern route, originally an- 
nounced by REN, would affect a 
total 299 Vale Fuzeiros residents, 
all of whom embarked on an in- 
tense campaign for the line to be 
moved further north arguing det- 
rimental health consequences. 


Over the past few months the 
residents have staged a series of 
en-masse demonstrations to raise 
awareness, and create pressure in 
the hope of swaying REN’ s deci- 
sion, most of which received ex- 
tensive national media coverage. 

Despite this exposure and the 
city hall’s subsequent interven- 
tion, which occurred as a result 
of the protests, REN has report- 
edly ignored their input and opted 
for a third alternative route, that 
has not been accepted by the con- 
testers. 

According to city 
hall authorities, REN’s 
suggestions are damag- 
ing to both “archaeo- 
logical sites and future 
tourism investments 
through the region.” 
Mayor Soares, who 
hopes REN will alter 
their stance, said, “The 
City Hall cannot em- 
bargo groundworks for 
the posts, but workers 
cannot enter private 
land without previous 
negotiation and au- 
thorisation”. Land- 
owners have allegedly 
protested “legally and 
judicially”. 

The head of Silves 
council has also prom- 
ised she will take the 
case to the State Secre- 
tary for Territorial Or- 
daining, should it be re- 
quired.

Are Europe ’s children too confident in tackling online risks? 




“This is the first time ehildren 
all aeross Europe have been asked 
direetly how they use online teeh- 
nologies, how much they browse 
for fun and for sehoolwork, and 
how they deal with risks,” says 
Viviane Reding, European Com- 
missioner for Information Soei- 
ety and Media. 

“It is encouraging to see Eu- 
rope’s youth embraee digital 
technologies so confidently. The 
capability of making active use of 
new media is key for the devel- 
opment of a knowledge-based 
soeiety in Europe. At the same 
time, these survey results under- 
line Europe ’ s need for proaetive 
online media education. We must 
also eontinue to raise awareness 
about the opportunities and 
risks of new media, especially 
among parents. Where the seeu- 
rity of our children is at stake, 
there can be no room for compla- 
eeney.” 

Eurobarometer’s qualitative 
survey interviewed ehildren of 9- 
1 0 and 12-14 years old from 
all 27 EU Member 


States plus Norway andleeland. 
They were asked in-depth about 
how they use online teehnolo- 
gies, and how they would react 
to problems and risks when us- 
ing the internet and mobile 
phones. 

The survey shows that ehil- 
dren use teehnologies in very simi- 
lar ways all aeross Europe. 
Online gaming, surfing and eom- 
munieation are eonsidered as the 
top aetivities online while 
texting, and talking with parents 
and friends come out top for 
young mobile users. 

The majority use the internet 
several times a day, and also own 
a personal mobile phone . Internet 
use is to some extent limited by 
parents while the use of mobile 
phones is much freer and less su- 
pervised. 

As one child said: “My par- 
ents tell me not to stay more than 
one or two hours, beeause it 
harms your eyes. I would like to 

stay longer but they are right” 
(Boy, 9-10 years old, 
Romania) 


The results show that children 
are globally well aware of the po- 
tential online risks, sueh as secu- 
rity, viruses, aecess to unwanted 
eontent, identity theft and poten- 
tial dangerous contaet with stran- 
gers. 

“The haekers are a danger, they 
may spread viruses that destroy 
the hard disk or eopy all that we 
have in the eomputer, passwords, 
documents, ete.” (Boy, 9-10 
years old, Portugal) 

Many of them are also well 
aware of the neeessary precau- 
tions they need to take. 

“Don’t give your personal 
data on the internet, nor your 
mobile phone number to people 
you don’t know” (Girl, 12-14 
years old, Luxembourg) 

Some ehildren nevertheless 
admitted that they have engaged 
in risky behaviour, and some ae- 
knowledged that they have been 
vietims of bullying and had eon- 
taets with strangers. 

“I met him at a station and then 
it was an old, nasty 44 year old 
man. Then I walked away!” 
(Boy, 12- 14 years old, Denmark) 
Even though young people 
know about the risks and preeau- 
tions, most would rather try to 
solve the problem themselves or 
with friends, and would talk to 
their parents only as a last resort 
in the most serious eases. 

“I would tell anybody exeept 
my parents, I would be too afraid 
that my mother finds confirma- 
tion of what she fears and pre- 
vents me from going to chat 
rooms”.(Girl, 9-10 years old, 
Germany).

Can parents trust their 1 3 year old daughter when she surfs the web? Do they know for sure that their 1 1 year old son’s mobile phone conversation is safe? A 
European Commission survey of children from all over Europe has looked into how they use new media. It shows that the use of internet and mobile phones has 
become almost self-evident for Europe’s young generation. In general, they also know the risks of using the internet and mobile phones. However, when facing 
trouble online, minors will ask an adult only as a last resort.

Job Centre to recruit three thousand 
unemployed for construction of new racetrack 



A protocol that was signed this week confirmed the Institution for Employment and Professional 
Training’s (lEFP) role in recruiting some three thousand currently unemployed individuals to 
participate in the construction of Portimao’s new International ‘Autodrome’ racetrack. 


Signed on Friday, the agree- 
ment between lEFP and 
Parkalgar, ofFieial promoter of the 
project, was also witnessed by 
the Minister of Labour and Wel- 


fare, Vieira da Silva. 

According to Paulo Pinheiro, 
spokesperson for Parkalgar, “all 
recruitment will be carried out by 
the lEFP to guarantee workers’ 


qualifications and adequateness 
in their functions”. 

This is due to the fact that, to 
complete the project, it would be 
necessary to contract various 


categories of professionals, from 
engineers to technicians, topog- 
raphers, electricians, plumbers, 
and machine operators. 

Portimao city hall has recently 
confirmed via a press release the 
recent surge of public interest in 
the project, which will be built in 
Sitio do Escampadinho, 
Mexilhoeira Grande. 

A first phase of construction, 
expected to take 1 8 months to 
complete, will entail the con- 
struction of a car circuit, a ‘Kart- 
drome’, 160 tourist apartments, 
and a direct access road to the A22 
motorway. 

Following phases will see the 
development of the ‘Algarve In- 
novation Centre’, planned to be 
a hub for companies connected to 
the ‘motorized’ world, along 
with a new sports complex and a 
200-room five-star hotel. The 
overall investment is expected to 
total some 2 billion euros, all of 
which is privately funded. 

Economy 
grows 0.4 % 

The Portuguese economy 
grew by 0.4 percent during the 
second quarter of the year when 
compared with the previous three 
months. The growth is lower than 
previous quarters, but still man- 
aged to outstrip the growth re- 
corded across the Euro Zone. 

The continued growth being 
reported by National Statistics 
(INE) also reveals that the Por- 
tuguese economy has expanded 
1 . 6 percent when compared with 
the second quarter of 2006. 

Growth the past 12 months in 
Euro countries is reported as hav- 
ing been 2.5 percent while this 
rate rises to 2.8 percent for the 
EU27.

PT forms 
partnership for 
new push in sub- 
Sahara Africa 


Portugal T elecom has teamed 
up with private equity company 
Helios Investors LP to bolster its 
telecommunications operations 
in sub-Saharan Africa. 

PT announced the move on 
Monday, saying it involved the 
sale of a 22 percent stake of sub- 
sidiary Holding Africana to 
Helios for 125 million euros, a 
figure that placed the firm’s 
market value at 897 million 
euros. 

Portugal ’ s main telecommuni- 


cations company said the new 
partnership aimed to create and 
develop a multinational telecoms 
operator in the sub-Saharan re- 
gion, where PT already partici- 
pates in 10 companies in several 
countries, including several 
Lusophone states. 

Helios, which gathers institu- 
tional investors from Africa, Eu- 
rope and the United States, as well 
as government agencies, manages 
a portfolio worth some 330 mil- 
lion euros. TPN/Lusa 


US rules accounting firm 
pay hefty damages to 
Portuguese bank 


A us jury has found ac- 
counting firm EDO Seidman 
guilty of “gross negligence” in 
a fraud trial and ordered it to 
pay Portuguese bank Banco 
Espirito Santo 124.5 million 
euros in damages. 

The decision in Miami, 
Florida, on Monday also de- 
termined that EDO Seidman, 
the fifth largest US accounting 
firm, should pay the Portu- 
guese bank punitive damages, 
a sum to be decided later in the 
months-long trial. 

The accounting firm said 
it would appeal the decision. 


alleging that payment of the 
damages would lead to mas- 
sive layoffs of its employ- 
ees. 

Banco Espirito Santo sued 
EDO Seidman for its failure to 
detect fraudulent practices at 
a partner bank, E.L. Eanktest 
EEC, which cost the Portu- 
guese institution 124.5 million 
euros in losses. 

A lawyer for Espirito Santo, 
Steven Thomas, applauded the 
six-memberjury’s ruling, say- 
ing the bank was “grateful for 
the decision and the jury ’ s dili- 
gence”. TPN/Lusa 


Portugal ranked first 
among 17 foreign 
exhibitors atFACIM 
trade fair 


Portuguese exhibitors, with 
a 1 ,750-square metre pavilion, 
will dwarf other participants 
at Mozambique’s largest 
FACIM trade fair, set to run 
August 27 to September 2 in 
Maputo, organisers say. 

Juvenal Mabote, the fair’s 
commercial director, told Lusa 
Monday that second-ranked 
exhibitor Germany, among 17 
participating countries, would 
occupy 380 square metres. 

“Given the trend of registra- 


tions, we think the number of 
participants in terms of coun- 
tries and companies will out- 
strip our expectations” for 
FACIM ’s 43rd edition, Mabote 
said. 

Among the African, Asian, 
European and North and South 
American exhibitors, Angola 
and Tanzania make their reap- 
pearance after several years of 
absence from the yearly 
Maputo trade fair.

Gaming receipts plummet 

According to the Santa Casa da Misericordia de Lisboa 
(SGML) which runs and distributes monies received from 
iottery takings said this week that Portuguese gamers are 
spending far iess in 2007 than in previous years. 


The SGML expects that by 
the end of the year, receipts from 
the National Lottery and 
Euromillions will have dropped 
by 1 5 percent when compared 
with last year. 

In 2006, a total of almost 1 .7 


billion euros was spent on lottery 
tickets, but for the first half of this 
year, 700 million was ‘invested’ 
by Portuguese gamblers, which 
suggests a potential drop of 300 
million euros by the end of the 
current year.

At the beginning of August, 
mini-submarines planted a 
Russian flag on the Aretie 
seabed at the North Pole, sym- 
bolieally elaiming the 
Lomonosov Ridge, an underwa- 
ter mountain range, as part of 
the eountry’s eontinental shelf. 
If the elaim were aeeepted, it 
would expand the Exelusive 
Eeonomie Zone in whieh only 
Russians ean exploit minerals 
and other seabed resourees all 
the way to the North Pole, but 
it wasn’t immediately obvious 
how planting a titanium-en- 
eased Russian flag on the sea- 
floor advaneed Russia’s ease. 

Days later, Danish seientists 
headed for the Aretie to gather 
evidenee for their elaim that the 
Lomonosov ridge is aetually an 


extension of Greenland’s eon- 
tinental shelf, and therefore 
belongs to Denmark. “We will 
be eollecting data for a possi- 
ble demand,” explained Chris- 
tian Mareussen of the Geologi- 
eal Survey of Denmark and 
Greenland. And then last Fri- 
day Canada’s prime minister, 
Stephen Harper, flew to Reso- 
lute Bay in the territory of 
Nunavut for the photo-op of a 
lifetime. 

“Canada’s new government 
understands that the first prin- 
eiple of Aretie sovereignty is: 
use it or lose it,” said Harper, 
for the seeond time in a week 
trotting out a phrase that was 
originally eoined to deseribe 
one of the uglier realities of 
nuelear strategy. Nunavut is

one of the eoldest human set- 
tlements on earth, but Harper 
was having the time of his life. 
For onee there was some sort of 
threat to Canada’ s sovereignty, 
or at least it eould be made to 
look as if there were, and he was 
the stauneh patriot standing up 
for Canada’s rights. What poli- 
tieian eould ask for more? 

It’s aetually the Canadian 
government that has led this 
round of Aretie posturing, be- 


ginning with its deelaration in 
April that the Northwest Pas- 
sage, a series of channels be- 
tween Canadian-owned Arctic 
Islands that would connect the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans if 
they weren’t choked with ice 
most of the year, would no 
longer be classified as “territo- 
rial waters” (through which for- 
eign ships enjoy the right of in- 
nocent passage, although for- 
eign warships are expected to 


seek permission). In future they 
will be “Canadian internal wa- 
ters,” over which Canada exer- 
cises complete control. 

It was a crowd-pleasing ges- 
ture in Canada, especially since 
the United States has long de- 
nied that the Northwest Passage 
is even Canadian territorial 
waters, insisting instead that it 
is “international waters” 

over which Canada has no 
control. Washington has even 
sent warships through from 
time to time, deliberately not 
asking permission, which 
greatly annoyed Canadian na- 
tionalists. And global warming 
means that by 20 1 5 or 2020 the 
Northwest Passage might even 
be open to commercial shipping 
for five or six months a year, so 
Harper had a plausible pretext 
for getting excited. 

But it was a pretext, not a 
reason, since there is actually 
no danger that the United States 
is going to steal the Northwest 
Passage from Canada, orblock- 
ade it, or even attack Canadian 
ships. Yet Harper has an- 
nounced that Canada will spend 
$7 billion on six new armed ice- 
breakers to assert its sover- 
eignty in Arctic waters, build a 
new deep-water port at 
Nanisivik on the northern tip of 
Baffin Island for both military 
and civilian use, and even open 
a new army training centre for 
cold-weather warfare at Reso- 


lute Bay. 

This all makes great copy, but 
just whom are these soldiers 
supposed to fight? Russians in- 
filtrating the Canadian Arctic 
on foot? And what are the guns 
on the new Canadian ice-break- 
ers for? Fighting the US Navy 
the next time it sends a ship 
through the Northwest Passage 
without permission? There is a 
scramble for the Arctic, but it 
is not military. 

It’s about laying claim to po- 
tentially valuable resources on 
the basis of geographical and 
geological data, within the 
framework laid down by the 
United Nations Convention on 
Law of the Sea. 

The 1982 treaty, which now 
has 155 member-states, sets out 
the rules for claiming seabed 
rights, which is the only issue 
of real economic importance to 
the various Arctic players. It’s 
all about mapping the seabed, 
doing the seismic work, and 
registering your claims within 
ten years of ratifying the 
UNCLOS treaty. In Canada’s 
case, that means by 2013, and 
it would do better to concentrate 
on that task, like the Russians 
and the Danes, rather than make 
meaningless military gestures.

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Oceanarium wave goes for Guinness 



A human wave measuring more than 1 .5 
kilometres and which involved 8,453 
official participants took place around 
Lisbon’s Oceanarium and is now aiming 
to enter the Guinness World Book of 
Records by becoming the world’s largest 
human wave. 


Despite the number of regis- 
tered partieipants being estab- 
lished at 8,453, the unoffieial 
number is believed to be mueh 
higher as many ‘wavers’ did not 
enrol. 

The initiative was organised to 
commemorate the end of the 
Oceanarium’s ‘Ocean Festival’, 
which took place around various 
parts of the capital over the past 
weeks. 

As a helicopter sporting the 
Portuguese flag flew over the 


Oceanarium, cartoon mascot 
Vasco gave the signal for the wave 
to commence. After the move- 
ment had travelled three times 
round the throng hugging the 
Oceanarium, everyone partici- 
pated in singing the national 
hymn as thousands of balloons 
were released. 

According to the organiza- 
tion’s official figures, the last 
human wave to enter Guinness 
took place in 2006, in Germany, 
and comprised 6, 1 80 people. 


Un-braked vehicle plunges 
into Tagus river 

A car whose driver apparently forgot to use the 
handbrake rolled off the riverside and into the Tagus 
river late at night last weekend. 


According to police, the 
driver had ‘parked’ his vehicle 
on the riverside near the Mu- 
seum of Electricity, though did 
not set the brake properly. As 
he got out of his car it appar- 


ently moved without being no- 
ticed and rolled off the side, 
plunging into the waters. 

Despite causing no injures, the 
fire brigade, PSP police andnavy 
officials were called to the scene.

Crime in greater Lisbon 
records significant drop 

Figures released this week by the Lisbon Metropolitan Police 
Command show that violent crime in greater Lisbon has fallen 
significantly during the first six months of 2007, when compared to the 
same period in 2006. 


Overall, between January and 
June of this year, reported crimes 
have fallen by 9.8 per cent. 

It is the most significant drop 
in crime for the past four years, 
and particularly important after 
violent crime had shown a slight 
rise of 7. 1 per cent in the first half 
of2006. 

Lisbon PSP Metropolitan Po- 
lice commander Oliveira Pereira 
described the “accentuated 
drop” in crime as being directly 


proportional to the 95 . 5 per cent 
growth in policing carried out 
during the first sixmonths of this 
year, which also resulted in arise 
of 8.7 per cent in arrests. 

Commander Oliveira Pereira 
further explained that the sub- 
stantial rise in crime early last 
year was also related to a surge in 
the reporting of domestic vio- 
lence, the result of poignant cam- 
paigns launched by the Mission 
Against Domestic Violence. 


According to PSP police, the 
definition ‘violent crime’ in- 
cludes murder, offensive bodily 
harm, kidnapping, hij acking or the 
taking ofhostages, rape, theft (i.e. 
holding up banks, street thefts, 
or in petrol stations), and extor- 
tion. 

By regions, Torres Vedras and 
Cascais showed the highest 
drops in violent crime, and only 
Sintra showed a slight increase. 


Man dies after being 
repeatedly run over 


An unidentified man thought 
to be in his thirties was killed af- 
ter being knocked down and suc- 
cessively run over at the Grilo 
tunnel exit, in the direction of 
Sacavem/Odivelas. 

Due to the violence of the se- 
ries ofimpacts, thebody was left 
completely dismembered, the 
victim’s clothes being tom to 
shreds. 

Witness reports state that the 
man was seen at around OlhOO, 
visibly dmnk, stumbling along the 
IC17(CRIL). 

Police were reportedly alerted 
to the sighting, though when they 
arrived on the scene it was too late. 

N ext to the mutilated body was 


a driver who had crashed her car 
after mnning over the body . Ac- 
cording to rescue teams the 
woman was so distressed at hav- 
ing mn over the body that she 
required medical assistance and 
was taken to the Curry Cabral 
Hospital. 

Due to the extent of the inci- 
dent, traffic was re-routed for 500 
metres so the remains could be 
removed from the road and sur- 
face cleaning carried out, which 
involved four vehicles and 14 
men. 

According to police, the first 
driver to hit the victim fled the 
scene and has not yet been 
tracked down.

Ferragudo 
joins protest 
against Praia 
da Rocha noise 



Following numerous complaints from 
Ferragudo residents and holidaymakers, 
amongst whom is the Duke of Braganga, 
local municipal authorities have issued a 
public complaint that was sent to Portimao 
city hall objecting to the noise generated at 
night from Praia da Rocha hotspots and 
appealing for the responsible parties to 
“ensure the law is complied with”. 


Reportedly “indignant” by the 
volume of music coming from the 
bars across the river, F erragudo ’ s 
Junta da Freguesia has publicly 
made its stance clear by issuing a 
statement saying “after yet an- 
other night of deafening noise, the 
Junta da Freguesia hereby pub- 
licly manifests its indignation, 
and again appeals to the respon- 
sible parties to comply with the 
applicable laws”. 

Signed by the hand of 
Ferragudo Mayor Luis Alberto, 
the statement also claims “the 
noise coming from Praia da Rocha 
disturbs sleep throughout the 
night”, further appealing for re- 
sponsible entities to bear in mind 
“necessary periods of resf ’, and 
that “there are a variety of visi- 
tors to the Algarve, not just those 
who come to enj oy the nightlife”. 

F erragudo ’ s Junta de Freguesia 
also showed willing in forward- 
ing and “reinforcing” any com- 
plaints from local residents. 

As reported in last week ’ s edi- 
tion of The Portugal News, the 
unofficial campaign against Praia 
da Rocha’s ‘noise’ was first 


brought to public awareness af- 
ter D. Duarte Pio, the Duke of 
Braganga, voiced his anger when 
the venues’ music ‘disrupted’ his 
holidays in F erragudo. 

Portimao City Hall vice-presi- 
dent Luis Caritohas confirmedre- 
ceiving a number of complaints, 
though explained that the bars 
have a ‘special sound license’, 
which applies to a temporary ac- 
tivity and therefore does not en- 
tail a maximum noise limit. 

Despite this, Portimao au- 
thorities have reportedly carried 
out readings in bars and private 
residencies around the area, and 
have certified that the results are 
“below what is stipulated for 
sources of permanent noise”, 
which is of 55 decibels. 

Vice president Carito also de- 
fends that the level of inconven- 
ience causedby the music is “sub- 
jective” and that its intensity is 
“largely affected by winds”. 

At the centre of the polemic are 
bars Nikki Beach and Sasha 
Beach, both of which have held 
open-air summer celebrations 
that are soon to conclude. 


Young girls ’ home 
inaugurated in Faro 


A temporary home for 
young girls aged 1 2 to 1 8, which 
has been functioning since the 
beginning of this month, was 
officially inaugurated on Friday 
(August 1 7*) by the Minister 
for Labour and Welfare, Vieira 
da Silva. 

Destined to provide refuge to 
young girls and women frompre- 
carious social situations, such as 
negligence, abuse, prostitution or 
drug addiction, it offers tempo- 
rary accommodation for young- 
sters who otherwise would be 
considered ‘at risk’ . 

Already home to seven girls, 
the institution was the result of 
a€700,000 investment, 65 per 
cent of which was financed by 
the Institute of Social Security, 
the remainder footed by Faro 
City Hall. 

Located in F aro ’ s Quinta das 
Laranj eiras, on a plot conceded 
by the City Hall, the Home for 
Y oung Girls ’ Protection is pro- 
moted by F aro ’ s Diocesan As- 
sociation and has room for up 
to 1 8 young girls and women, 
keeping two beds aside for 
emergencies. 

A recent example of an emer- 


gency was that of a “heavily 
pregnant young foreigner who 
had been abandoned and was 
completely alone”, described 
F ilomena Rosa, head of the Di- 
ocesan Association. 

“This temporary centre has 
a different philosophy in re- 
sponding to social needs”, she 
said, “It has much bigger chal- 
lenges because we have a more 
limited time span in helping the 
youngsters find a project for 
life, which may entail being 
completely self-sufficient or 
going back to their families”. 

In situations of emergency, 
the girls can remain in the home 
for up to 72 hours until the 
courts, protective committees 
or social security find a more 
definitive solution. 

“From day one we have to 
start building and working on 
the girls’ independence”, ex- 
plained F ilomena Rosa. 

Those in the home’ s care can 
stay from a maximum period of 
six months, during which the in- 
stitution aims to reintegrate 
youths into society, by encour- 
aging schooling and profes- 
sional training.

Shellfish F estival did not disap- 
point and proved to be one of 
the best yet. Boasting six top na- 
tional acts to conclude each

One of the Algarve’s best 
kept secrets (until now) 

Praia Grande, east of the town of Armagao de Pera is a beach well known to locals and the Lisbon crowd, 
but extraordinarily peaceful, even in the height of the season (perhaps with the exception of August). It is 
one of those places that is difficult to find and equally as difficult to forget once you have found it. 



A s a regular visitor to 
this beach, and to its 
unique beach bar, the 
easy access is the first 
thing that makes it special. There 
is ample parking along the 
approach road (in August get 
there early, or at around midday 
when the locals leave the beach, 
and parking spaces suddenly 
become vacant nearer to the 
beach). Alevelpavedpath across 
a wild expanse of dunes leads to 
the beach. Beaches with steps 
rarely appeal as they seem to 
miraculously double at the end of 
the day. 

The local area is a designated 
nature zone and remains totally 
undeveloped. The backdrop to 
this beach is fields with fig, almond 
and carob trees and the rugged 
vegetation that is typical of sand 
dunes. It’s a small taste of para- 
dise in what is a very over- 
crowded, and sometimes over- 
developed, world. Although 
Armagao de Pera is in view two 
or three hundred metres to the 
west, very few people walk along 
this far, so it remains relatively 
quiet compared with the more 
touristic beaches. If you enjoy 
walking, you can walk for over a 
kilometre along the beach to the 
east without any rock obstruc- 


tions. You may, however, wish 
to avert your eyes if you spot 
someone in the distance whose 
swimwear seems to match their 
skin colour - some parts of the 
beach are used by nudists. 

There are two excellent and 
well maintained concessioned 


areas of shades and lounger beds, 
and both offer wind breaks as 
well. It’s very rare that there is 
no space available. You can 
choose from being right in front 
of the beach at the water’s edge 
(when the tide is in), to the more 
private areas at the back. It is gen- 


erally considered to be impolite 
to park your own umbrella in 
front of the concessioned area, so 
on busier days it’ s worth paying 
€ 1 2 for your own little space and 
on really windy days the wind 
break will allow you to stay on 
the beach when others are find-

able. 

Quite a few peddlers wander 
along the beach selling ponchos, 
sunglasses and African artifacts 
and listen out for the doughnut 
man’s bell. He sells very fresh 
doughnuts (bolinhas) for €1 each 
(happily without jam or confec- 
tioner’s custard) that will fill a 
space while you are waiting to go 
up to the beach bar for lunch. 

The single beach restaurant 
Carlos, is a popular haunt of Por- 
tuguese football stars and media 
people. Owner Carlos is famed 
for his fish. He and his family 
have owned and run this unique 
beach bar for over 3 0 years . If you 
love fish, this is one of the best 
places in the Algarve to go. Ask 
Carlos what to choose, and he 
will give you a guided tour of the 
day’s catch, displayed in two 
chillers inside the door. Trust his 
recommendation, he knows his 
fish! From simple sardines, to 
sole, red snappers and the best 
from the catch of the day, fre- 
quently still alive, you can’t go 
wrong here. These will be served 
with a fresh salad, boiled pota- 
toes, more often thannot from the 
family’s own gardens, and try a 
bottle of the house white wine 
which is excellent. If you are areal 
sardine ‘ aficionado ’ , you will eat 
your sardines on apiece of bread, 
and when if s finished, ask for the 
bread, now soaked in sardine oil, 
rough salt and olive oil, to be 
toasted on the grill. This is the 
best piece of toast you will ever 
eat! 

F ind Praia Grande by taking the 
road from Pera to Albufeira. At 
the first roundabout outside 
Pera, take the small road going 
west (there are four exits, one 
from Pera village, one from the 
road that connects to the 
Alcantarillha- Arma 9 ao de Pera 
road, one to Praia Grande, and one 
to Albufeira) . Follow the narrow 
road, and at the point it turns into 
a dirt road, turn right, and head for 
the abandoned farm yard, which 
you drive through. Just keep on 
to the end of the road where there 
is a turning circle. If s usually best 
to turn there and then find a park- 
ing spot. As the day goes on it can 
be difficult to turn easily, so you 
will be grateful you left your car 
heading back towards the main 
road. On the way out, have a look 
at the Pera Marshes, an impor- 
tant staging post for migrating 
birds flying between Europe and 
Africa.

And I read only yesterday 
that the McCanns are no longer 
welcome in Portugal because 
their presence is affecting the 
tourist industry. 


Let me give you a potential 
tourist’s take on this. It is not 
the fact that a child was taken 
from a supposedly safe resort in 
Portugal which affects my deci- 
sion whether to take my family 
to Portugal.

motionless they blend in with 
the bark of a tree, to make them 
almost invisible. The caterpil- 
lar feeds on the Strawberry Tree 
therefore they are found in quan- 
tity on the acid slopes of the 
Serras de Monchique and 
Caldeirao where this plant is 
plentiful. The butterflies seen at 
this time of year could be off- 
spring of those that migrated 
fromNorth Africa during spring. 

In contrast, one of the small- 
est butterflies that is seen until 
December, is Langs Short- tailed 
Blue that is very common in gar- 
dens, with a wing-span of about 
one centimetre across. It is blu- 
ish-brown on the top wing and a 
mottled grey underneath. This is 
different from the majority of 
blues that are often spotted with 
black and yellow on a beige 
base. 

Some autumn flowers will 
soon be in evidence. Look for the 
delicate Autumn Snowflake that 
looks like a small fragile Snow- 


drop, but often flushed with 
pink. 

The Strawberry Tree, an ev- 
ergreen shrub is found over 
much of Iberia where frosts are 
not severe. Its wood is extremely 
hard, very close textured and 
often used extensively for fine 
carving. This flowers at this time 
of year at the same time as the 
fruit from last year’s flowering 
is ripening. The flowers are 
white tinged with pink, bell- 
shaped and of a beautiful waxy 
texture. The fruit hangs in clus- 
ters, first green turning to yel- 
low and then bright red and or- 
ange and covered with tiny lit- 
tle warts that give it a rough 
texture. It is edible although 
rather insipid, but in the moun- 
tains it is collected, the juice ex- 
tracted and the resulting fer- 
mented liquid distilled into the 
famous Medronho that warms 
the hearts of the mountain peo- 
ple and fishermen during the 
cool winter months.

This is the time of the year when migration starts in Northern Europe. Birds start to get agitated and many 
thousands begin wending their way down through Europe, to arrive in their winter quarters in Africa 
sometime during the autumn. 


Many people fail to realise 
that other species of wildlife 
also migrate. Butterflies, those 
flimsy little jewels of the air 
travel fifteen hundred kilome- 
tres or more from the Algarve to 
Northern Europe. Sometimes 
clouds of them have been seen 
moving through the passes of the 
Pyrenees - Clouded Yellows, 
Painted Ladies and Long-tailed 
Blues in particular. If this occurs 
during the early part of the sea- 
son, they will have enough time 
to lay their eggs, but very often 
the cold weather during the win- 
ter destroys their pupae. 

Dragonflies also migrate vast 
distances, but this is usually trig- 
gered off, not by a climatic ef- 
fect, but usually because there 
have been exceptionally good 


breeding seasons over a number 
of years, with the population 
reaching such a density that 
there is a danger of lack of food, 
therefore they migrate in vast 
swarms to pastures new. 

Not all creatures move north 
to south, some go east to west 
and others from high altitudes 
to lower ground during winter 
to find a more plentiful supply 
of food. The best example is the 
Alpine Accentor that spends the 
warmer months on mountain 
tops throughout Iberia with the 
same birds possibly seen on cliff 
tops near Sagres during winter 
- not only altitude migration, but 
east to west. This is where ring- 
ing - known as banding in the 
States - comes in, telling us an 
enormous amount about the 


movement and feeding habits of 
birds. 

An interesting factor, often 
seen during October is the mi- 
gration of Griffon Vultures. In 
most years, flocks of up to two 
hundred often rest near Budens 
in the Western Algarve, before 
passing over to Africa. These are 
all juvenile birds, but when the 
bird becomes adult at three to 
five years old and starts breed- 
ing, they remain permanently at 
their nesting sites, usually on 
some high inaccessible crag in 
the mountains of Spain and Por- 
tugal, normally in flocks. 

Wheatears pass over in quan- 
tity during this migration, flash- 
ing their white rumps as they flit 
from stone to stone. Migrating 
Pied Flycatchers are rather drab 
at this time of year with brown 
plumage, but with a white wing 
bar. The males lacking the beau- 
tiful black and white breeding 
plumage they have when pass- 
ing through during the spring 
migration. Chiffchaffs arrive 
here for the winter and it won’t 
be too long before we get an in- 
flux of the well-known Robin to 
join the few that have spent the 
summer here. 

Ospreys will also be arriving 
in marshlands for the winter. 
These at first glimpse can be 
mistaken for Marsh Harriers, 
but on closer examination you 
will see that the Osprey has a dif- 
ferent flight and is much paler 
underneath. 

Many of the smaller 
passerines will also pass 
through, therefore look for large 
numbers of Sand Martins and 
Blackcaps - the female with a 
brown cap. 

Most migratory small birds 
have a long journey, as most 
winter south of the Sahara 
Desert. They usually make this 


desert journey non-stop and 
need to have a good reserve of 
fat for survival and therefore 
before they leave Europe they 
spend time feeding for the flight. 
The Blackcap, weighed during 
ringing in Northern Europe just 
before migration will weigh on 
average 12grs, but by the time it 
reaches North Africa it usually 
averages about 28grs. Similarly, 
the Garden Warbler will range 
from 12grs in the north to ap- 
proximately 36grs on leaving 
here, after heavy feeding prior 
to the great journey. 

Migration statistics in Collins 
‘Birds of Britain and Europe’, 
by Christopher Perrins states 
that approximately 5.000 mil- 
lion birds migrate to Africa in 
autumn. This averages one bird 
travelling south from every two 
hectares of land. They migrate 
across a front of about 4.000 
kilometres - from Portugal to 
Eastern Turkey - that averages 
1.25 million birds per kilome- 
tre of coastline. The actual mi- 
gration time lasts about six 
weeks, but you must realise 
these are only averages and that 
from certain classical bird 
watching spots, Gibraltar and 
the Bosporus in particular, vast 
clouds of migrating birds can be 
seen streaming across to North- 
ern Africa. 

The Two-tailed Pasha one of 
our largest butterflies is at this 
time of the year relatively com- 
mon, and is the only species of 
Charaxes in Europe as the ge- 
nus is mainly confined to Africa. 
A magnificent fast flying insect, 
with the topside of its wings 
beautifully coloured in choco- 
late with a bright yellow edging. 
The underside that is seen when 
they are resting, is mottled and 
marbled with all shades of 
brown and yellow, and when

Faced with a medical emergency most of us would panic and not know what to do, according to research 
by UK first aid charities. Experts give advice and top tips that could help save lives. 
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While most jellyfish are not dangerous some tropical 
species can cause severe poisoning. 


Natural disasters like flooding 
and the man-made eatastrophes 
of terrorism are now reeognised 
as ever-present threats to our 
lives but millions of Britons laek 
any knowledge of potentially 
life-saving first aid skills. 

New researeh reveals that 
only one in three people eould 
perform the simplest of teeh- 
niques, while one in four admit 
they would panie when giving 
first aid. 

The survey by the UK’s vol- 
untary first aid providers - St 
John Ambulanee, St Andrew’s 
Ambulanee Assoeiation and the 
British Red Cross with publish- 
ers Dorling Kindersley - high- 
lights the faet that only a third 
of people say they eould save 
someone by resuseitating them. 


Joe Mulligan, head of first aid 
serviees for the British Red 
Cross, many of whose members 
provided help in flooded areas 
says: “All of us in the voluntary 
organisations are saddened by 
the evidenee that people don’t 
reeognise basic first aid as key 
life skills which can save lives de- 
spite the fact people are feeling 
more vulnerable because of the 
recent threats to our personal 
safety and natural disasters. 

“Although the ‘Good Samari- 
tan’ approach still exists - two 
thirds of people would stop if 
they saw someone in need of 
help - disturbingly the majority 
wouldn ’ t know what to do either 
to avert a tragedy or simply 
make someone more comfort- 
able.” 


Yet statistics by the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents shows that we prob- 
ably grossly underestimate the 
risk that we or someone we 
know will be involved in an ac- 
cident or emergency. 

Its figures show that every 
year in the UK more than 4,000 
people die in accidents in the 
home, while three million turn up 
at A&E departments seeking 
treatment. 

Mulligan agrees that: 
“There ’ s an inevitability that at 
some point in our lives we will 
find ourselves involved in an 
event where first aid skills are 
needed. 

“All of our clinical data shows 
that what happens in the first few 
minutes of an accident is abso- 
lutely key. Some of the first aid 
techniques could ultimately 
save a life, improve someone’s 


condition, or ensure they re- 
cover more quickly.” 

While many people wrongly 
believe they may one day be 
called on to help a stranger, he 
says the opposite is true: 

“It is much more 
likely that the per- 
son affected won’t 
be a stranger in the 
street but someone ^ -j 

known to you. ^ 

“It could be a mem- 
ber of your family - a part- 
ner, parent or child - or a fellow 
employee or someone in your 
social circle. So simple skills, 
which are not difficult to learn 
and involve a lot of basic com- 
mon sense, could save a loved 
one or a friend in areal life emer- 
gency.” 

He believes we excuse our lack 
of knowledge by thinking: “It 
will never happen to us - peo- 


ple don’t like to 
think of themselves be- 
coming the victim of an accident 
or an emergency. 

“Also they hope they’ll only 
be a bystander witnessing an ac- 
cident and can rely on others 
knowing what to do or an ambu- 
lance arriving quickly.” 

Instead he, and the first aid 
organisations, urge people to get 
some first aid knowledge from a 
manual or by attending a course. 
“Our message is don’t leave 
finding out about first aid until 
you need it - that could be too

FIRST AID FACTS 

: : Research by the first aid or- 
ganisations reveals that the ma- 
jority of British people 
wouldn’ t be comfortable with a 
fundamental procedure, giving 
CPR (cardiopulmonary resus- 
citation) or chest compressions 
to restart a heart. 

:: Also one in 10 people 
couldn’ t treat a bum effectively, 
one in three wouldn’t know the 
correct procedure to treat a bro- 
ken bone, while one in five 
wouldn’t have a clue what to do

WHAT SHOULD I KNOW? 

Joe Mulligan says: “There are 
some key first aid essentials that 
people should know. Those are 
how to respond if someone is 
uneonseious,oris uneonseious 
and there’s no sign of life. 

“Also, there are other straight- 
forward teehniques which are ex- 
tremely effective for instance if 
someone has amaj or bleed, suffers 
bums or scalds, strains or sprains 
or starts choking.” And he points 
out that the other benefits of first 
aidmay notbe so dramatic as sav- 
ing a life but can be significant. 

“Knowing thatyou shouldplac- 
ing an area affected by a bum or 
scald under coldmimingwaterfor 
at least 10 minutes will not only

barrier may lead to delay in get- 
ting treatment.” 

:: SUMMER HAZARDS 

The First Aid Manual offers 
this advice: 

Wasp or Bee Stings: If the 
sting is visible scrape it off side- 
ways with your fingernail or the 
blunt edge of a knife. Never use 
tweezers as you may end up in- 
jecting more poison into the 
wound. If possible, raise the af- 
fected part of the body and ap- 
ply an ice pack. See a doctor if 
pain and swelling persist. 

If the sting is to the throat or 
mouth there is a danger it could 
block the airway. To combat this 
give them an ice cube to suck or 
a cold glass of water to drink. 

If there’s any adverse reaction 
such as facial or neck swelling or 
difficulty breathing, which may 
also be caused by an allergic re- 
action to the sting, call the emer- 
gency services immediately. 

Jellyfish Stings: These are 
painful but while most jellyfish 
are not dangerous some tropi- 
cal species can cause severe poi- 
soning. If you see someone stung 
on a British beach reassure the 
casualty and encourage him/her 
to lie down. 

Then hold an ice pack or cold 
compress against the skin for 1 0 
minutes to relieve pain and 
swelling, and if possible raise 
the affected part of the body. 

If the incident happens abroad 
pour copious amounts of vinegar 


reduce pain and suffering for the 
victim but could minimise even- 
tual scarring.” 

:: SUMMER SENSE 
Mulligan says: “Summer is a 
time when people may be more at 
risk of accidents because they are 
not following their normal rou- 
tine. 

“They’re on holiday and per- 
haps doing more demanding 
physical, outdoor activities, or 
their children maybe have more 
freedom because they’re out of 
school. They may encounter ad- 
ditional hazards of pools and the 
sea.” 

He says having a first aid kit 
available in the home and while 


on holiday, as well as a working 
first aid knowledge, could be in- 
valuable. And he warns: “Peo- 
ple should not assume that emer- 
gency care abroad is of the same 
standard as that offered in the 
UK, and coping with a language

or seawater on the affected area. 
Lightly compress the limb above 
the sting using aroller bandage and 
keep the injured limb still. It’s 


important to call emergency serv- 
ices and to keep the casualty com- 
pletely still until help arrives.

When you’re standing beneath the 
imposing Menin Gate Memorial in the 
heart of the Belgian city ofYpres, the full 
scale of the horrors of the First World 
War begins to hit home.

As the buglers prepare to 
sound the Last Post, the chatter 
of thousands ofmen, women and 
children ceases and silence falls 
while the familiar notes soar into 
the evening air. It’ s a truly mov- 
ing experience and one that is re- 
peated every evening at 8pm in 
memory of all the casualties from 
the Great War. 

This year sees the 80th anni- 
versary of the inauguration of the 
Menin Gate. The monument, 
bearing the names of 54,896 miss- 
ing soldiers from Great Britain 
and the former British Empire 
with no known graves, was built 
in 1 927 on the road out ofYpres 
along which hundreds of thou- 
sands ofsoldiers marched to the 
front. 

The city itself - and its inhab- 
itants - suffered greatly during 
World Warl. Forfouryearsitwas 
shelled and reduced to ruins but, 
miraculously, it was restored to 
its former glory and it ’ s now hard 
to believe that its beautiful build- 
ings have not been around for cen- 
turies. 

This year also marks the 90th 
anniversary of the Battle of 
Passchendaele. Between July 
andNovember 1917, almost half 
a million soldiers perished dur- 
ing the Third Battle ofYpres for 
a small territorial gain - the battle 
ended with the capture of 
Passchendaele, a village at the top 
of the hill. 

The most important memorial 
site for the battle is Tyne Cot, 
which is the largest Common- 
wealth War Graves cemetery in 
the world with 12,000 graves 
and 3 5, 000 names of the missing. 

More than 180,000 people a 
year visit Tyne Cot to pay their 
respects and a new visitor centre 
will be opened by the Queen in 
July. The royal visit will also 
include the inauguration of a me- 
morial to the King ’ s Own Y ork- 
shire Light Infantry. 

Close by is the Memorial 
Museum Passchendaele 1917. 
Located in the Zonnebeke Cha- 
teau, it has an extensive collection 


of historical artefacts, photo- 
graphs, films and wartime maps. 
But there is also a chilling sur- 
prise in store as you are invited 
to descend into a reconstruction 
of a six metre-deep British dug- 
out with communication and 
dressing posts, headquarters and 
accommodation. 

Footsore and exhausted after 
walking many miles burdened 
down with the weight of their 
equipment, soldiers must have 
been horrified by this subterra- 
nean world of mud, blood and 
suffering - until they reflected 
that it offered some respite from 
the shell-pocked, barbed-wired 
horrors above ground. 

The comforts of home were 
very much in the minds of Army 
chaplains Philip Clayton and 
Neville Talbot, who opened an 
Every Man’ s Club in the nearby 
town of Poperinge in December 
1915. 

During the Great War 
Poperinge was part of unoccu- 
pied Belgium. Away from the 
turmoil ofbattle in the Ypres Sa- 
lient - the frontline around Ypres 
- the town developed into the 
nerve centre of the British sector. 

The chaplains’ club was 
named Talbot House in memory 
of Neville Talbot’s late brother 
who was killed in action, and it 
became a place where all soldiers, 
regardless of rank, were wel- 
comed. 

More than half a million sol- 
diers experienced the physical, 
mental and spiritual rest that 
Talbot House provided away 
from the nightmare of the 
trenches. You can still visit the 
house - climb to the chapel in the 
loft or stroll through its beautiful 
gardens. It’s not difficult to im- 
agine how this refuge became an 
oasis of calm offering a semblance 
of normality. 

The club also had its own con- 
cert hall where cinema and thea- 
tre performances, concerts, lec- 
tures and debates took place. 
Today, visitors can recapture the 
atmosphere while watching a 


short film depicting a concert 
party with the Happy Hoppers. 

Poperinge still retains its 
charm, with plenty of bars and 
restaurants to cater for the tour- 
ists who visit. You can enjoy a 
relaxing lunch at La Poupee in the 
main square - itself a former of- 
ficers-only club during the F irst 
World War. 

But while the Tommies were 
having a good time and making the 
most of the delights the city had 
to offer, the war raged on only a 
few miles away. 

The story of the conflict is 
told in graphic detail at the excel- 


lent In Flanders Fields Museum, 
housed in the Cloth Hall back in 
Ypres. 

Since its opening in April 
1998, nearly two million visitors 
have relived the F irst W orld W ar 
here. There are more than 500 
original objects and authentic 
weapons to see, as well as ex- 
tracts from letters and diaries, 
official communiques and propa- 
ganda, poetry and paintings. 

Among the eyewitness ac- 
counts are those recorded during 
the famous Christmas truces 
when soldiers on opposing sides 
stopped fighting and forged brief 
friendships with one another. 

One account reads: “They 
came out of their trenches and 
walked across unarmed, with 


boxes of cigars and seasonable 
remarks. What were our men to 
do? Shoot? You could not shoot 
unarmed men.” 

Sadly, such events were few 
and far between and for the ma- 
j ority of those who served in the 
‘ the war to end all wars ’ , the real- 
ity was either an early grave or a 
sad return home bearing the 
physical and emotional scars of 
battle. 

The sacrifices made by a whole 


generation of brave soldiers will 
be remembered during events to 
mark the anniversary of the Bat- 
tle of Passchendaele and the in- 
auguration of the Menin Gate.

Pool safety is always a worry for parents every summer, but now 
health officials are urging us to be aware of the dangers associated 
with chlorine too. We look at how you can stay clear of unsafe pools 
and ensure your kids swim risk-free. 


Health officials say that 140 
people were exposed to exces- 
sive chlorine levels in UK swim- 
ming pools in April and May as 
a result of chemical accidents, 
with many requiring medical 
treatment. 

For children it can be a par- 
ticular worry, with over-expo- 
sure leading to irritation in the 
lungs and burning of the eyes 
and throat. 

A high concentration of 
chemicals in the water can also 
lead to coughing and breathing 
problems, and is of special con- 
cern to asthma sufferers because 
chlorine can trigger an attack, 
warns the Health Protection 
Agency. 

They've advised parents to 
look out for symptoms, and im- 
mediately take any child who 
seems to be suffering away from 


pools are designed with good 
ventilation and have strict prac- 
tice guidelines. 

"This is not something that is 
likely to affect the general pub- 
lic and most people are often 
unaware that there has been an 
incident. We make sure that pool 
staff receive adequate training 
that prevent accidents from hap- 
pening, but it does occur from 
time to time." 

Families still need to be care- 
ful as bad pools can slip through 
the net - especially if you're us- 
ing smaller private pools this 
summer, or going on holiday. 

"Look for signs of good house- 
keeping," Riley advises. "The 
pool should have sparklingly 
Clearwater. If if s cloudy and you 
can't seen the bottom, don't even 
think about going in - it means 
there's a chemical problem. 


drinking water supplies is be- 
cause it's the safest and most ef- 
fective disinfectant." 

A few foreign studies have 
linked chlorine used in indoor 
pools to high incidents of child- 
hood asthma, but this has yet to 
be proven. Even if parents have 
concerns, it remains the safest 
option for swimmers - and pools 
using copper or silver treatments 
alone should be avoided. 

"A number of companies have 
been pushing these so-called 
'chlorine-free' alternatives re- 
cently," says Howard Gosling of 
the Pool Water Treatment Ad- 
visory Group (PWTAG). "And 
they've been targeting public 
pools and spas. Copper sulphate 
alone, for example, is simply not 
up to the job. This approach is 
risky; pool operators should 
stick to chlorine for safety and

the pool before seeking medical 
attention. 

High levels of pool-treatment 
chemicals are used because 
most swimmers still fail to 
shower before entering the pool. 
In fact, chlorine levels could be 
reduced by up to 90% if we im- 
proved on our hygiene, accord- 
ing to pool water expert Ralph 
Riley, from The Institute of 
Sport and Recreation Manage- 
ment. 

"We use Img of the chemical 
treatment per litre of water, but 
in Germany, where they have 
goodpre-swimhygiene, they use 
0.2 or 0.3mg." 

He says accidents happen 
when chemicals are being 
mixed, but stresses that modem 


"I always look to see if the toi- 
lets are clean, that's usually a 
good indicator that the pool is 
well-mn and that they are aware 
ofhygiene issues. If apool seems 
generally mn-down and smelly, 
if you can see dirt around, then 
avoid it like the plague." 

He also suggests using the 
nose test. When you first walk 
into a pool area you will usually 
be able to smell chlorine quite 
strongly, but it should fade. If 
you can still smell it after two or 
three minutes then there's likely 
to be a problem - often, bizarrely, 
that not enough chlorine is be- 
ing used. 

"Chlorine is not a problem in 
good pools," reiterates Riley. 
"The reason it's used to treat 


proven effectiveness." The 
PWTAG is an independent body 
that publishes guidelines for all 
pools.

STERILIZATION PROCESS OF THE WATER OF SWIMMING POOLS 
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Aphid alert 



1 . 


I noticed this week that my beautifui, fragrant sweet peas have 
been totaiiy infested by greenfiy, to such an extent that I can no 
ionger pick them off by hand. 


Infestations of aphids (both 
greenfly and blaekfly) tend to be 
worse in warm, settled weather 
as the tiny inseets attaek the 
plants whieh ean end up twisted 


and diseoloured, while some 
buds may fail to open. Most feed 
on the leaves, stems and flowers 
and some suek sap from the 
roots. 


If you don’t get rid of them, 
they may pass on virus diseases 
to your plants as well as leaving 
a stieky layer of honeydew on 
yourplants whieh beeomeseov- 
ered in sooty mould. 

There are at least 1 1 viruses 
that affeet sweet peas in the UK, 
some of whieh are spread by 
aphids whieh feed on the sap of 
infeeted plants and earry the 
infeetion to other plants on their 
mouthparts. 

There are no ehemieals avail- 
able that will kill viruses and 
none of the inseetieides eur- 
rently available to home garden- 
ers are likely to give suffieient 
eontrol of aphids to prevent vi- 
rus infeetion. 

For mueh of the year, aphid 
eolonies eonsist of wingless fe- 
males that give birth to live 
young. Winged forms develop 
when overerowding or a dete- 
rioration in the host plant in- 
duees a need to move to another 
plant. 

The egg-laying form of aphids 


only develops at the end of the 
aphids’ period of aetivity, usu- 
ally autumn, but for some spe- 
eies this is in the summer. Most 
aphid speeies overwinter as eggs 
but some ean remain as aetive 
aphids, partieularly in mild win- 
ters or on indoor plants. 

So, how ean we eontrol them? 

Andrew Halstead, Britains 
Royal Hortieultural Soeieties 
prineipal entomologist, says: 
“Aphids have many natural en- 
emies, ineluding ladybirds, 
hoverfly larvae, laeewing larvae 
and several parasitie wasps. 
Some of these are available for 
biologieal eontrol on aphids in 
glasshouses. Unfortunately, 
damaging aphid infestations of- 
ten build up on garden plants 
before the natural enemies are 
aetive in suffieient numbers to 
aehieve eontrol.” 

Inseetieides based on natural 
materials inelude pyrethrum, 
rotenone, plant and fish oils, 
plant extraets and mineral lat- 
tiee. Do ask at your loeal garden 
eentre for advise on what insee- 
tieides they have in store. 

These inseetieides are of short 
persistenee, so thorough treat- 
ment, espeeially of the under- 
side of leaves, is neeessary. 

Aeeording to the Royal Hor- 
tieultural Soeiety, synthetie pes- 
tieides generally give a higher 
level of eontrol. 

Many vegetable erops also 
eome under aphid attaek. The 
blaek bean aphid is the most 
damaging of broad beans pests, 
stunting growth and distorting 
pods, while aphids ean also dam- 
age earrots, lettuee and potatoes. 

Crops should be sprayed thor- 
oughly as soon as eolonies start 
to build up and you’ll need to 
repeat the proeess as instrueted 
as long as the weather remains 
warm and dry.

You must remember that as it is very hot weather, so when 
planting out new additions to your borders do so during the 
evening so that they have a time to settle in before the heat of the 
day. Another important point is to soak the plants in water to 
eover the top of the pots in whieh they are growing until the 
bubbles eease. The holes in whieh they are to be planted should 
also be filled with water before planting. 

Nerium oleander is found in many eolours ranging from white 
through yellow to peaeh, pinks and reds, with many of these 
having either double or single flowers. Flowering throughout 
many of the summer months, a mixed hedge of these shrubs ean 
be very attraetive, but you must be aware of the faet that they 
grow to different heights and forms, therefore it is worth eheek- 
ing at your garden eentres to find out the probable height. As 
they grow in the moist dried up stream beds in our Mediterra- 
nean elimate, they do if possible need a fertile but moist soil 
mixture in full sun. They should also be given proteetion if frost 
is expeeted. 

Solanum rantonnetii the Blue Potato Bush is a multi- 
branehed shrub that attains a height and spread of about 2m. 
The flowers range in eolour from pale blue through to dark or 
violet blue and are borne during summer and autumn. They need 
a good soil mixture that is well drained and in full sun. A native 
of Argentina and Paraguay they do need winter proteetion if the 
temperature is likely to drop below 5“C. 

Passiflora caerulea the Blue Passion Flower is a elimber that 
always gives a hint of hotter elimates. Its long, thin stems ean 
reaeh up to 10m and do need some support. Flowers are pro- 
dueed from late spring into the autumn. Grow in a good, moist 
well drained soil mixture in full sun and if possible proteet from 
eold winds. It will withstand temperatures as low as -5°C. After 
the winter months we do find that many of the stems die off and 
therefore need to be pruned out in the spring

Three ways to... 

Water your containers 

1 . If your pot has dried out, stand the whole eontainer in a bueket 
or washing-up bowl of water and plaee it in the shade for around 
half an hour, until the eompost is soaked through. 

2. If you don’t have a watering ean fitted with a rose spray to 
distribute water evenly, plaee a pieee of slate or old eroek into the 
eomer of the pot tilted downwards towards the plant and gently pour 
water on to it. Repeat in eaeh eomer. 

3. Mix water retaining gels with eompost prior to planting. The 
gels will swell to many times their own weight, releasing moisture 
to plants when they need it.

Some more training issues. 
Some of you may remember me 
commenting on the PWD and 
their enthusiasm when I came 
back to the house having left 
them. It was very OTT to put it 
bluntly. So advice was sought and 
thanks to that advice we now have 
a relatively peaceful return to the 
house. The barking has stopped 
completely. The jumping and hop- 
ping not completely but we have 
a bottle of stones to rattle and that 
works fast. The advice was to 
ignore them completely on return.

Or just, as with Cleo she 
stands in front of you wagging her 
tail and whole body madly so that 
you cannot move without first 
moving her. Trouble is she looks 
so sweet it is so difficult to ignore. 


You may re- 
member my comments about 
Merlin and his barking the other 
week, his barking is, I am sure, 
attention seeking. I must admit he 
also seems to know when I am 
shattered and have a ‘shorter 
fuse’ if I am tired or stressed, so 
takes advantage, just like a child ! ! 
I am having some considerable 
success with the ‘come tome and 
sit’ whenever he barks so will 
keep that going. A dog can be 
trained to have attention at cer- 
tain times of the day, to the own- 
ers ’ convenience, and can also 
learn to get attention at particular 
times of the day. Our Chloe is 
very good, she knows that when 
I am busy she sits very quietly by 
my feet but in the evening once I 
am on the settee she knows she 
will get some attention and arrives 
beside me for a fuss. I now have 
to teach the little ones the same. 
They are halfway there but some- 
times forget. It is just a case of 
training them that if they remain 
laid down and relaxed they get a 
reward after a set amount of time. 
Perhaps starting at 20 mins and 
then running it up, they then real- 
ise that if they sit quietly they will 
get a reward so that is the thing to 
do. The reward can just be a fuss, 
that is all we do with ours, just a 
cuddle to say well done . Y ou have 
to, in all fairness, also include a 
set ‘playtime ’ which in this house 
tends to be early evening. Chloe 
will amble off as if on auto pilot to 
get a ball to take to Jim for a game. 
The smaller ones are learning and 
joining in.

that the thought of 
tackling a novel 
dealing with a 
subject such as 
autism was a pros- 
pect I was far from 
relishing. Perhaps 
due to my own 
ignorance, I had 
little experience 
of the subject 
matter, let alone 
been aware of the 
TV film After 
Thomas that was 
televised in the 
UK over the 
Christmas period 
in 2006 and which 
was based on this 
true story. 

But I’m de- 
lighted to reveal 
my prior feelings 
were extinguished 
very early on. The 
flowing narrative 
and warmth of 
characters pre- 
sented by Nuala 
Gardner (not 


least herself) created an exhaust- 
ing rollercoaster ride which con- 
tinued throughout the book. 

In essence the story begins 
with Nuala meeting Jamie, and 
their relationship blossoms. 

Inevitably marriage follows 
and then the birth of their first 
child. Dale, who was born pre- 
maturely. Being a midwife, 
Nuala was concerned about the 
shape of his head but hospital 
tests revealed no problems. 
However, as he grew, the differ- 
ences between other babies and 
Dale soon emerged. He was 
rarely hungry, he would only 
play with the same toy and he 
seemed unaware of anyone else ’ s 
presence. In addition, by the age 
of two his vocabulary was non- 
existent and his tantrums be- 
came more prolonged. 

A friend mentioned a possi- 
ble diagnosis, and from then on 
we live through Nuala and 
Jamie ’ s constant exhausting ex- 
istence - not only in looking af- 
ter their child, but in securing 
sufficient support from the sys- 
tem to establish a diagnosis in 
order for Dale to receive the best 
possible treatment. 

Thankfully, there is light at 
the end of the tunnel, and even- 
tually we meet Henry, a puppy 
that becomes Dale’s constant 
companion and through which 
he begins to find a voice - in es- 
sence, a huge turning point in all 
their lives. 

Emotionally charged, it’s a 
story that raises strong issues. 
Nuala was fortunate to have a 
strong family unit around her to 
help and support her child - what 
is worrying is the situation for 
those people who do not. 

The nature of the subj ect mat- 
ter can sometimes take its toll, 
although I was left with a sense 
of huge admiration for the writer 
and her family.

{Monsters Inc.), to a tiny fish iost in a vast ocean {Finding Nemo), to 
superheroes trying to iead suburban iives ( The Incredibles), to a 
shot race car wayiaid on Route 66 {Cars), the cutting-edge 
studio has consistentiy presented unique stories fuii of emotionai 
and visuai excitement. In Ratatouille, the fiim’s protagonist is a rat 
named Remy who dares to dream the impossibie dream of becoming 
a gourmet chef in a five-star French restaurant. T ogether with a 
down-and-out garbage boy named Linguini,thepaircarvestheirown 
imaginative path to becoming the greatest chef in Paris. 


All his life, Remy (voiced by Patton 
Oswalt), has had a gifted sense of smell and a most 
unusual dream for a rat: to cook in a gourmet restau- 
rant. Undeterred by the obvious problem of 
trying to make it in the world’ s most rodent- 
phobic profession, not to mention his fami- 
ly’s urgings to be satisfied with the usual 
trash-heap lifestyle, Remy’s fantasies are 
filled with flambes and sautes. But when cir- 
cumstances literally drop Remy into the Pa- 
risian restaurant made famous by his culi- 
nary hero, Auguste Gusteau (voiced by Brad 
Garrett), whose mantra “anyone can cook” 
has been Remy’ s life-long inspiration, he 
soon finds that being discovered in the 
kitchen can be alarmingly perilous if 
you’ve got whiskers and a tail. 

Just as Remy’s dreams look like 
they will go up in smoke, he finds the 
one thing he needs, a friend to believe in 
him: therestauranf s shy, outcast garbage 
boy named Linguini (voiced by Lou Romano), who is 
about to be fired from his job. Now, with nothing left to 
lose, Remy and Linguini form the most improbable part- 
nership, with Linguini’ s clumsy body channelling 
Remy ’ s creative brains, that will turn Paris upside down, 
leading them both on an incredible journey of comical 
twists, emotional turns and the most unlikely of tri- 
umphs, which they could never have imagined without 
each other. 

Bringing to life a wide-ranging roster of memorable 


characters is a voice cast that includes popu- 
lar stand-up comedian Patton Oswalt, Golden 
Globe Award- winner Brian Dennehy , Emmy 
Award winner Brad Garrett, comic star and 
Emmy nominee Janeane Garofalo, Acad- 
emy Award nominee Ian Holm and 
the legendary 8-time Academy 
Award nominee Peter O’Toole.

Three generations of top actresses unite in a fiim 
from director Garry Marshaii {Beaches, Pretty 
Woman, Runaway Bride) about the power of 
redemption, freedom in forgiveness and 
unbreakabie bonds of motherhood, Georgia Rule.

With her 
latest car crash, Rachel has broken the final rule in mom Lily ’ s

Pick of the Day 

Diana’s Last Summer (ITV1 Granada, 9pm) 

This month marks the 10th anniversary of the death of Diana, Princess of Wales, and the 
nation’s broadcasters aren’t about to let the occasion pass unnoticed. The latest 
programme to be added to the list is this fascinating documentary which explores the final 
weeks of her life and her love-hate relationship with the photographers who followed her 
every move. It recounts how the summer of 1997 started promisingly for Diana and her 
sons, as they arrived in the South of France to holiday on a multi-million-pound yacht bought 
specially for the occasion by Harrods boss Mohamed Al Fayed. It wasn’t long, though, 
before the private family vacation was interrupted by the arrival of the paparazzi, who were 
hoping to get a snap of the Princess sunning herself. When they got wind of the fact she 
was romantically involved with Al Fayed’s son, Dodi, the pressure to get that perfect picture 
- preferably featuring a bikini-clad Diana in a clinch with her new beau - intensified. However, 
the chase would take a deadly turn once the couple arrived in Paris. Here, photographers 
reveal how pictures that would once have netted them thousands, even millions, became 
worthless as nervous editors tried to distance themselves from the snappers, while 
journalists and the royal’s former security chief Ken Wharfe offer their take on the tragedy.

Y ou may j oin a Group Appli- 
eation to the European Court of 
Human Rights for violations of 
your Right to Aeeess to a Na- 
tional Remedy and the Right to 
Respeet for Private and Family 
Life. 

My own applieation to the 
ECHR has been aeeepted and the 
Court will investigate the ease. I 
am now preparing a Group Ap- 
plieation for 73 suffers and hope 
that others may wish to be in- 
eluded in this elaim for damages 
baek dated for up to nine years. 

Sufferers are aware that their 
eomplaints to the Poliee and the 
Louie Camera that noise legisla- 
tion be applied have been eonsist- 
ently ignored. Also the President 
of the Louie Camera has ignored 
a letter from the Ministry of 
Ambiente (of whieh I have a 
eopy) direeting him to ensure 
that musie played at Klube K 
must be ‘Contained Behind 
Closed Doors and Windows’ . 

It is only large fines and dam- 
ages that might possibly induee 
Vilamoura Exeeutives (who 
own the building) and the Klube 
owners to stop their violations 
of environment laws, whieh are 
designed to proteet publie 
health. These powerful people 


are above Portuguese law and 
profit is their only eoneem. 

It is my hope that many of 
you may wish to make a elaim - 
the more there are, the larger the 
group damages and the greater 
the possibility of noise legisla- 
tion being applied to the Klube.
